FARMERS’ BUYING 
POWER GREATER 
FOR THIS YEAR 


Increase of $63,000,000 in Valuation of 
Wheat Crop Estimated 


If millions of dollars only are re- 
quired to bring new prosperity to 
Alberta, then the goal has been reach- 
ed All one has to do is to scan the 
valuation of bumper crops this year, 
increased dairy products, the rise in 
poultry marketing and heavy sales of 
livestock to be convinced that it is a 
new era of progress for Alberta far- 
mers. 

One is inclined to wonder how the° 
producers will ‘be able to spend their 
money after realizing what vast 
sums will be put into circulation 
during the coming months It appears 
to be a safe guess that savings de- 
posits for this province, or at least 
the central and northern sections, will ' 
tbe increased materially as a result of 
this record year. 

Amazing Crop Yields 


New business and heaps of it means 
good times for Alberta. The farmers’ 
purchasing power is greatly enhanced 
by the 1923 crop and the reflection of 
this condition should be felt in both 
town and country. It ensures bigger 
and better business and a rich‘feeling 
of optimism in this province. 

Take the amazing crops for in- 
stance, which are the talk of the con- 
tinent. This year’s wheat yield has 
a total valuation of some $113,411,000, 
if valued as of No. 2 Northern grade 
at 68 cents a bushel, whereas last 
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year the figures were $50,597,868. 


There is a big acreage of oats this 
year and a conservative estimate plac- 


es the valuation at $23,000,000 as 
compared with $15,620,287 in 1922. It 
is the same with barley, which was 
valued at $2,534,845 in 1922 as 
against $3,620,775 this year. 
Increased Valuation 


Increased valuation is also shown 
in connection with the rye crop 
which is worth possibly $8,800,000 or 
considerably more than in 1922, when 
the estimated figures were $2,611,050. 
Flax was valued at $164,014 last year 
as against $240,000 this year. All 
these valuations are from country 
elevator points. 

No matter which way one turns, it 
is the same story of increased valu- 
ation. Of course {it is to ‘be remem- 
bered that heavy marketing has al- 
ready taken place so that a fairly good 
percentage of value of various crops 
has already been paid out to growers 
and that money has to a large extent 
gone into trade channels. 

Dairying is on the up swing in 
Alberta and particuarly in the dis- 
tricts north of Red Deer which have 
a butter output of sixty-eight percent. 
of the provincial total. 

This year the production will be in- 
creased to the extent of from 15 to 
20 percent. The creamery butter 
made this year will have a valuation 
of possibly $6,000,000, as compared 
with $4,928,000 last year, or an in- 
crease of over $1,000,000. -- 

When it is seen that well over 50 
percent. of this amount fs returned to 
farmers in the districts tributary to 
Edmonton, the advantages are all the 
more apparent. And there are clear 
indications that from now on _ the 
popularity of dairying will increase. 

The profits of poultry raising and 
egg production have appealed to 
many farmers with the result that 
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returns from this source will un- 
doubtedly be heavier than _ hereto- 
fore. Over 600,000 pounds of . live 
poultry have been shipped from the 
province, inclusive of 350,000 pounds 
from the Edmonton district. 


$140,000 Poultry Gain 


The price of live poultry is two 
cents higher this year than last, so 
this means that in the Edmonton dis- 
trict alone around $70,000 more than 
in 1922 will be paid out to poultry 
men for export shipments. Then it 
is estimated that some 350,000 pounds 
of live poultry are required for stor- 

age purposes and local consumption, 
so this means an additional $70,000 
for the pockets of fanciers in this 
district, or a grand total of $140,000 
of an increase alone. 

The shipments of eggs have also 
largely increased this year. It is es- 
timated that 150 carlots have already 
been shipped from the province, and 
as the return is 10 cents per dozen in 
excess of a year ago, the business is 
much more profitable. These ship- 
ments have resulted in a return of 
$450,000 to farmers, or about $50,000 

more than at this time a year ago. 


Decrease In Livestock 


In the case of some livestock, how- 
ever, marketing on the Edmonton 
yards has not Deen as heavy as a 
year ago. Up to the end of October 
there had ‘been 124,219 head of live- 
stock sold on the public yards, while 
at this time a year ago the total was 
140,046. These figures are exclusive 
of the packing plants, which have 
direct receipts, as well as purchases 
on the Edmonton yards. 

There have been 47,500 cattle sold 
on the yards, which have returned 
possibly $900,000 to breeders. This 
total, however, is below that of last 
year, when sales were unduly heavy 
owing largely to the serious feed situ- 
ation. Less calves and sheep have 
been marketed this year, but there 
is a marked increase in hogs, the 
totals being: To. October 31, 1922, 
47,209; to October 31, 1928, 62,637. 


Hogs Mean Money 


The big returns from hogs are indi- 
cated by the figures for last January 
alone, when there were 14,530 sold on 
the yards at a valuation of $235,720. 
In January of the previous year the 
total was 5,980 and valuation $112,- 
372. 

With improved purchasing power, 
what is the farmer doing about it? It 
appears from bank reports that some 
farmers in this district have been 
breaking even for the past five years. 
This was ‘largely due to increased 
dairying, which helped to meet oper- 
ating expenses. Now with a big crop 
to realize on, the farmers are @ a 
‘| fine position to clear money this year. 

While they have been depending 
upon their private reserves, they will 
| now be in a position to make deposits. 


a 


So far, however, there has been prac- 
tically no deposits as only a fair per- 
centage of the crop has ‘been market- 
ed and this money is being used for 
carrying expenses or to pay off old 
debts. 

At the same time there is no doubt- 
ing the fact that the farmers’ purchas- 
ing power is strong ang that he will 
make a new contribution to a lease 
of prosperity for Alberta in general. 


ALLIS NOT COLD. 
THAT SHIVERS 


This Is a Very Timely Article. Read 
and Act On It, and You May Be 
Preserved from Many Ills. 


We have a curious trick of mistak- 
ing our enemy (says a_ writer in 
“Nash's Magazine,” from which we 
take the following extracts). We are 


always spanking the wrong. boy. 
Neither evidence nor eloquence can 
shake our profound conviction that 
the coughs and colds, bronchitis and 
pneumonia, which follow in the 
train of winter, are due solely and 
exclusively to the cold, and to the 


wintry blasts and chilly sleets of the 
season. 

Brave the cold by going freely out 
oi doors and facing gladly the brisk, 
frosty air, and you can defy the pneu- 
monia devil and all his works. Keep 
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up the fires within and the frosts 
without won't hurt you. Open your 
windows and open your mouth, and 
take in all the good which will come 
to you. A man’s foes are literally 
they of his household, the crops, of 
microbes which he has carefully col- 
lected and protected under his shelter- 
ing roof, and food and fresh air are 
our best defences. 


Once get clearly in mind that an 
unventilated, unsunned room is full of 
disease-germs as a hen-house is of 
fleas, and you will begin to appreciate 
the importance of open windows and 
frequent excursions into the open 
air. Indoors would not be so bad ff 
it were not for the bad company that 
we have to keep there. 


Deceiving Sensations 


The only solid foundations for our 
dread of chilly sensations and our 
fear of catching cold when the shivers 
Tun up and down our backs {s_ that 
many of our fevers and _ infections, 
particularly pneumonia, colds, and 
bronchitis, are ushered in with a 
feeling of chilliness, which goes on 
often to actual shivering and shak- 
ing. But this hag nothing whatever 
to do with the external temperature; 
indeed, if we slipped a thermometer 
under the tongue, we should find 
that our temperature was actually 
from two to five degrees hotter than 
normal. 

‘Remember, all is not cold that 
shivers. This is the only kind of 
“chill” that ever does serious harm! 
Chronic exposures to low temperatur- 
es, whether from inadequate clothing 
or badly warmed rooms, may _ have 
a digtinctly depressing and deterior- 
ating effect, especially upon young 
children and upon the old. But, broad- 
ly considered, inability to resist cold, 
a sense of perpetual chilliness, are 
really symptoms of disease, or of a 
generally run-down condition. 


When you begin to feel shivery 
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and generally uncomfortable, and these; with the disease germs that 
chills run up and down your spine,jare sure to be present, are the really 


and you imagine draughts are blowing 
upon the back of your neck, investi- 
gate carefully what rancid pfece of 
meat or decayed vegetable you have 
eaten at the last meal, or what cough- 
ing or spluttering victim of tonsilitis 
or influenza you have sat next to in 
the street car, or what germ-infected 
and microbe-laden atmosphere you 
have been submerged in, and take the 
appropriate remedy instead of stirring 
up the fire, or glaring suspiciously, at 
the edges of the window-frames or 
the cracks in the door. 


Turn Yourself Out of Doors 


As an evidence of how little actual 
connection mere cold or chilly air has 
with the causation of colds, pneu- 
monia, and bronchitis, it is interesting 
to remember that our best modern 
treatment of these diseases is the 
free and unlimited exposure of the 
patient to every wind of heaven, out 
on a porch or roof-top. 

And last, but not least, the best 
way to ventilate your house is to turn 
yourself out of doors frequently. No 
system of ventilation that has yet 
been devised, however ideal and per- 
fect in every respect, has ever been 
able to make it wholesome for a child 
to remain inndoors for more than a 
hour at a stretch, or an adult for 
more than three hours, except when 
asleep. And it is sincerely*to be hop- 
ed that no such system will ever be 
devised. 

One other small but quite impor- 
tant aspect of the problem of winte: 
ventilation is what might be termed 
personal ventilation. That is to say, 
the ventilation of ourselves, our cloth- 
es, our hair, our teeth, and our socks. 
A very considerable amount of the 
fouling or contamination of air in- 
doors is caused by the odors and em- 
anations which are given off from 


the surface of our bodies.

Much to 
our surprise, the ordinary, and what 
we might call legitimate fouling of 
the air by the ordinary process of 
breathing, is a comparatively slight 
factor in the danger. 


Beware of Closed Rooms 


Anyone who is in perfect health, 
whose clothing is well washed, and 
whose hair, skin and teeth are in 
good condition, can probably “con- 
sume his own smoke” for ‘a con- 
siderable length of time without seri- 
ous or even appreciable injury. But 
however harmless it may be for per- 
fectly clean and healthy individuals 
to breathe and re-breathe their own 
breath, wherever the “crowd” rises 
above half a dozen, it is practically 
certain that an abundance of mic- 
robes and disease germs will be pres- 
ent as well as the products of respi- 
ration. In other words, a closed room 
is certain to be an infected room. 

Live in the open air as many hours 
of the day as possible, and you will 
have solved the problem not only of 
winter ventilation, but of long life as 
well. We die not by years, but by 
infection, and our age is measured 
not by the seasons which have passed 
over our heads, but .by the “colds” 
which have passed through them.

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jTHE TENT CATERPILLAR 


The Tent Caterpillar has done ex- 
tensive damage in Alberta during the 
past year. Scientists who have 
studied them claim that they have 
been very numerous because the para- 
sites that usually keep them down are 
very few in number, and they esti- 
mate that not until 1926 will the 
parasites again be in control. It is 
expected that in 1924 great damage 
will be done, and the trees, especially 
poplars, will be defoliated in many 
places. 

The eggs of the pest are laid in 
summer in compact rings around 
small twigs, each ring containing 
about 250 eggs. These eggs remain 
dormant during the winter, and can be 
easily seen on infested trees as the 
band or collar is black. Wherever 
possible, it will well repay those hav- 
ing ornamental trees tolookthem over 
now and where they see any of the 
egg bands break off the twig and burn

JOY-BELLS IN THE 
MIDST OF WAR 


A FRENCH MILITARY WEDDING 
IN DUSSELDORF 


On an October day, grey and dis- 
mal, a small crowd stood in the street 
around the doors of the _ largest 
church in Dusseldorf. Alongside the 
pavement, opposite the steps of the 
church, was drawn up a carriage with 
white horses, and a metancholy and 
red-nosed coachman. The colour of 
the horses, the white ribbon on the 
coachman’s whip and the general air 
of morbid excitement on the part of 
the feminine section of the crowd 
proclaimed thal a wedding was in 
progress in the church. F 

Within the edifice was a_ large 
crowd, which exceeded the seating 
accommodation, and forced many of 
its members to stand. By far the 
greater part of those present were 
French soldiers of all ranks, and all 
in their smartest horizon-blue_ uni- 
forms. With them were the ladies of 
their households, dressed, like the 
men, in killing costumes. Such Ger- 
man civilians, male annd female, as 
could find room, were also looking on 
at the ceremony. 

To anyone accustomed only to Brit- 
ish wedding services the proceedings 
were markedly strange. The Con- 
demned Pair sat on red plush arm- 
chairs in the centre of the main 
aisle. They appeared to take hardly 
any active or audible part in the go- 
ings on throughout. At the back of 
the church was a gallery, and in this 
gallery a string orchestra played 
what ‘was presumably religious music. 
A female soloist sang at one stage, 
and an organ also boomed solemnly 
out at intervals. At the far end of 
the church a priest in much bedizen- 
ed robes, attended by two small boys 
in red gowns, stood with his back to 
the audience or congregation, and 
went through a series of bowings and 
gesticulations. At times one of the 
small boys with difficulty carried what 
was no doubt a huge Bible before the 
ecclesiastic, who gazed solemnly at 
it, appearing to read to himself, but 
never turning any pages. He uttered 
no sound throughout, and as far as 
concerns any audible partin the cere- 
mony, he might have been a disinter- 
ested magician murmuring detached 
and mysterious incantations all to 
himself. At times the Condemned left 
their arm chairs and advanced in 
stately fashion up the church till 
they were close behind the aforesaid 
disinterested magician. The latter 
took not the slightest notice of them, 
not even to the extent of turning his 
face towards them, but continued his 
fell work uninterruptedly, while the 
Condemned returned to their arm- 
chairs and sat down again. After 
some time it appeared that the grim 
deed was done, for a male choir in 
the gallery burst out into an yntimely 
“Jubilate,” and the Condemned, at- 
tended by divers chief mourners, dis- 
appeared into unknown regions at the 
back of the church, presumably to 
sign registers or such things, while 
the congregation began slowly to 
leave the church. 

Outside the crowd which waited to 
see the departure of the Lost Onos 
and the mourners had Increased great- 
ly in size, and the opening of the 
church doors and the emergence of 
members of the congregation caused 
a flutter of excitement. The church 
bells began to ring out a joyous peal, 
which can hardly have sounded other 
than a hideous mockery to Germans 
who had seen the events of the pre- 
vious Sunday in Dusseldorf and knew 
that 30 had been killed and 600 wound- 
ed as the result of them. About half 
the crowd consisted of French soldiers 
of different regiments. The rest were 
Germans, mainty women. The most 
advantageous places at the top of the 
steps round the church door were en- 
tirely occupied by numbers of little 
tow-headed German school girls, who 
seemed wholly unawed by the gloomy 
deeds ‘being enacted within’ the 
church. A few French soldiers acted 
as ushers at the top of the steps in 
order to keep a way clear for those 
leaving the church, and with these 
soldiers the small girls kept up a 
continuous skirmish of an entirely 
good-natured character on both sides. 
This was due to the persistent at- 
tempts of the little tow-heads to 
crowd round the doors and block the 
exits, while the ushers as persistently 
tried to keep them back. One of these 
ushers was a swarthy little French- 
man wearing the soft blue bonnet of 
the Alpine troops, and in appearance 
an exact French counterpart of a 
British cockney private. It was he 
who chiefly battled with the encroach- 
ing swarm of little girls. He wou'd 
advance on them, waving his arms, 
pointing to the proper line for spec- 


a 
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tators to ‘occupy, and addressing them. 


in a rapid French which was clearly 
unintelligible to his audience, The 
smalt girls in the immediate path of 
his advance would retreat before him 
with joyous giggles’ and shrill re- 
partee in a German which the’ for- 
eign foeman certainly could not’ un- 
derstand, while another ‘battalion. of 
tow-heads immediately advanced on a 
flank, enveloped the enemy, and again 
blocked the doorway, much to his 
disgust and their amusement. It 
should be noted by those who speak 
foolishly of the brutal conduct of the 
French towards the gentle Germans, 
that the children of Dusseldorf at any 


rate seem to be neither afraid of nor: 
what- | 


hostile to the French troops, 
ever their elders may be. 
Finally it was evident that the time 
for the Lost Ones to appear was ap- 
proaching. A length of carpet which 
had been rolled up on the top of the 
steps was unrolled by the ushers and 
spread to the edge of the pavement. 
In the course of the unrolling one of 
the ushers unfortunately got entang)- 
ed in the carpet and made a swift and 
unceremonious descent to the bottom 
of the steps. This was regarded by 
the small tow-heads as beyond ques- 
tion the star turn of the day, and the 
dishevelled ‘arrival of the Frenchman 
at the foot of the steps was 


acclaimed by ‘them with peals of 


laughter, which the performer, be it 
said, received with unruffled good 
humour, as he climbed up again to his 
place. : 

Then at last came the Lost Ones, 
the bride in regulation white with the 
thinnest and most transparent of 
veils, the bridegroom in the full-dress 
blue uniform of the French army. The 
gloomy coachman raised his whip 
and a smile. A brother-officer of the 
bridegroom unfeelingly halted the 
Lost Ones’ progress while he snap- 
shotted them on the steps. As usual 
the bride was clearly the cooler of the 
two. She possessed, it seemed, that 
priceless gift which our soldiers so 
often found of help at equally tragic 


moments—a sense of humour, and 
she took the snapshotting with a 
cheery smile, whereas her newly- 


acquired permanent meal ticket wore 
the frozen expression of a newly- 
hooked fish, surprised and pained at' 
aa position in which he found him- 
self. 

And so they passed, and French 
soldiers and German civilians, tem- 
porarily drawn together by this hour 
of solemn tragedy, parted and went 
their different ways. : 


—_— —_—_—_. 
THROUGH ANOTHER’S EYES 


It is often refreshing to have an 
outsider come along and point out 
our shortcomings or laud our’ work. 
Particularly is this true when we aro 
dealing with the problems of the re- 
turned man. 

Stanley Frost, a writer for The 
Outlook, New York, one of the most 
authoritative and conservative publi- 
cations of the United States, visited 
Canada a short time ago to investl- 
gate how the dominion treated the 
veterans. His articles laud Canada’s 
system and shows how the United 
States fell down very badly in com- 
parison with what we have done. 

His observations are interesting, 
some of which follow: 

It is true that her task was smaller 
than ours if numbers alone are taken 
as ameasure. But actually it was far 
larger. With a tenth of our popula- 
‘ion, with hardly a twentieth of our 
money, with infinitely less equipment 
and resources of skill and science, 
and with her whole fabric racked and 
torn and sickened by five years of 
war when we had only eighteen 
months—with all this she took up the 
task of rehabilitating more than a 
third as many men as we. The cost— 
even with an economy that makes our 
waste seem criminal—has been a 
sixth of her whole income. The fig- 
ures tell the story. We have had 365,- 
000 men in our hospitals, Canada 139,- 
000; we have trained 167,000 men, she 
52,000; we are a nation of 110,000, 
000, she of only 8,700,000! Consider- 
ing our resources, our work, by com- 
parison, was simple and easy. 

In spite of all this, her task is 
nearly finished, while ours is still 
only half done. 

The ifirst difference between the 
Canadian work and our own appeared 
even before the war ended. In 1918 
Canada was well started, her depart- 
ment was organized, the broad out- 
lines of the work were laid down, 
and every possible preparation had 
been made. With us nothing was 
done till months after the war, and 
it was not till 1921 that we really 
had an agency capable of dealing 
with the need. 

The record of the “D.S.C.R.” in the 
building of hospitals is stunning to 
anyone familiar with our own puling 
performances. We are still building 
hospitals; many of them are costing 
us $4,000 to $5,000 a bed, and are un- 
satisfactory at that. There {s constant 
complaint of lack of facilities at plac- 
es where they are most needed. 

But Canada—By January of 1920— 
three years and a half ago—she had 
finished every hospital she needed, 
forty-two of them. Hach building was 
exactly fitted to its purpose; all were 
of the approved two-storey type, for 
example, while some of ours run four 
and five storeys. Hach was complete- 
ly and perfectly equipped and none 
were overcrowded, nor was there from 
that day a case for which was not a 
bed waiting. There has never been 
the faintest whisper of graft about 
the work, nor of favoritism in select- 
ing sites, nor other complaints. 

More than all this, Canada did not 
waste millions on expensive structur- 
es for a use she knew would be tem- 

“v. She called in experts and in- 
vented a new type of semi-permanent 
construction, good for about twenty 
years, almost fireproof, warm, sani- 
tary, noiseless—and cheap, and quick 
to build. Her hospitals, ready when 
needed, adequate In every way, cost 
her only $1,500 a bed. If we had done 
as well we would have saved $65,000,- 
000 and our men would have been car- 
ed for better and quicker. 

In writing about the 
schools, Mr. Frost says: 

Her hospital costs run to $3.40 a 
man a day as compared with $3.51 


training 
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$700,000 in this way, 


with $5.30 in the United States Bur- 
‘eau hospitals. The difference would 
have saved us: over $50,000,000. 

Finally,.there were the low costs. 
The average in the United States has 
been $152.60 a month for twenty-seven 
months, a total of $3,850.00 a man. In 
Canada it is $820.00—with better re- 
sults. The difference for our' 167,000 
trainees would be half a Dillion dol- 
lars! ; 

In the first place, she loans money 
to her trainees to enable them to 
start in trade, buy tools, equipment, 
or stock. ‘She has loaned nearly 
in amounts 
running up to $500.00, and of this 
$200,000 has been repaid. It has 
helped 1,900-men. 

A dar bigger enterprise has been 
her work in settling soldiers on farms, 
usually on unused land, but some- 
times in their home county. 
28,000 or 29,000 men have been start- 


ed in this way, at a cost of about! 


'$100,000,000.00, many of the loans run- 
ning up to $5,000. The Soldiers’ Set- 
tlement Board has given more than 
moncy however; ‘it has protected the 
men from land sharks, offered them 
expert advice on farming, aided them 
in buying the best equipment, helped 
find markets, and in every way made 
sure that they got their feet well un- 
der them. It has had some failures, of 
course, but the work has averaged 
about 85 percent successful, and has 
been of untold benefit to. the upbuild- 
ing of the country as well as to the 
men themselves.

NO PERMITS FOR ; 
SUNDAY THRESHING 


Red Deer, November 14, 1923 

Dear Sir:—I understand that there 
is a report being circulated to the 
effect that permits to thresh on Sun- 
day are being issued. 

This is to say that no one has_ the 
power or authority to permit infrac- 
tions of the Lord’s Day Act. The Act 
expressly provides for the perform- 
ance on Sunday of works of necessity 
or mercy, but it is extremely doubtful 
whether with the splendid conditions 
prevailing this fall farm operations 
such as the threshing of grain could 
be included in this category. This is 
a question the court should have to 
decide, and I write this note so that 
farmers and threshers may be saved 
the trouble and expense of applying 
for permits.

A SERVICEABLE MAP 


That the total value of the different 
grains produced in Canada in 1922 
was nearly three hundred million dol- 
lars greater than ten years previous 
is graphically shown by a new Elevat- 
or Map of the Prairie Provinces, just 
issued through the Natural Resources 
Intelligence Service of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. A diagram

By figures underneath the name of 
each city or town with elevator facili- 
ties, the capacity to the nearest thous- 
and is indicated.
